According to estimates prepar­ 
ed by Senator Clyde C. Cope 
of 
Salem, author of

two bills, 
their enactment into law 
would

approximately

construction 
and 
maintenance of the state highway 
system in the biennium of 
1939 
and 1940, 
and 
$11,888,500 
for 
county road purposes in the same 
period. 
Under the provisions 
of 
the 
Cope bills, the gasoline tax would 
be increased from 2 to 4 cents a 
gallon, 
effective 
in 
December, 
1938, upon the expiration of the 
limitation placed in the constitu­ 
tional 
amendment 
adopted 
in 
1928. 
Based on 
estimates

present biennium, a 4-cent

of swine there is still an appalling

among pigs at birth and during the 
suckling stage. 
Poor selection of breeding st<n k 
and failure to supply proper ra­ 
tions to sows before farrowing time 
accounts for a high percentage of 
still-born litters. 
Contagious abortion (Bang's dis­ 
ease) and the annual outbreaks of I 
swine flu among brood sows, are ' 
two other prolific sources of loss. 
The best insurance against fu­ 
ture trouble among suckling pigs is 
to have them farrowed in clean, : 
well ventilated and suitably disin- I 
feeted quarters. 
Scrubbing sows with a stiff brush 
soaked in a soapy antiseptic solu­ 
tion just before farrowing tfme is 
advised. 
Just after birth the navel stump 
of pigs should be disinfected to 
prevent 
the 
common 
crippling 
losses from so-called joint ill and 
suckling pneumonia. 
Nutritional anemia or blood de 
flciency is a common and fatal 
trouble among pigs that are far- t 
rowed indoors during early spring 
months. 
It can be prevented by propel i 
handling and medicinal treatment. 1 
A few weeks after farrowing 
the pigs should be moved to clear 
ground, so they will avoid picking 
up the "yard diseases" harbored if 
old yards and buildings. This "Mr- 
I/ean County System" requires ro 
fating the hog lot. just as a farmer 
rotates his corn ground, and is j 
one of the best steps that can I* 
taken to insure a healthy herd of j 
swine. 
Two or three weeks after wean 
ing, the pigs should be vaccinate< 
against hog cholera by a veteri 
narian. Proper immunization at this 
age takes less serum and virus | 
and will last through the lifetime 
of the animal. The farmer shoulo 
be sure, however, to have the vet 
erinarian check all pigs to deter 
mine their state of health beforf 
vaccination^, J^itherwise s e r i o u s 
losses may occur. 
Many fine pigs are lost at caatra 
tion and ringing time, because of 
lockjaw or tetanus.

Rugs and upholstered furniture 
may be cleaned as follows; 
1. Make a soap jelly 
by

solving 1 part of mild soap flakes 
in 3 parts of hot water and

the mixture stand until cool. 
2. Thoroughly clean

of dust using a broom, beater or 
whisk. 
3. Take out all 
grease 
spots 
with carbon tetrachloride, 
using 
a soft brush. 
4. Partially fill a bowl with the 
soap jelly and beat it with 
an 
egg beater to a stiff lather 
like 
beaten egg whites or until it w ill 
stand alone. 
F ill two large pails 
or pans with warm water.

plenty of lather on the brush and 
scrub the rug gently, using a cir­
